While in typography 
and arrangement, the volume is dignified, as becomes so im- 
portant a publication, the editor has displayed originality and 
good taste in various details of typography and make-up which 
add materially to the attractiveness of the volume and its value 
to the association. The notice printed in red on the front cover 
calling attention to the important laws affecting pharmacy en- 
acted during the year, the full texts of which are given, is an ad- 
mirable innovation. The plates of thé president, Mr. Walton, 
and of two of the oldest members, Mr, Stein and Mr. Redsecker, 
are well made and add materially to the interest of the volume. 
The photograph of the group of members is also well reproduced 


and its inclusion in the volume greatly enhances its appearance.

But the printed pages do not 
contain all, or even most, of the record of services performed by 
this excellent association whose influence for good has not been 
confined to the borders of its own state. Among the contribu- 
tors te this volume will be found the names of several who like- 
wise contribute valuable papers to the New Jersey Association 
and to the American Pharmaceutical Association. We heartily 
congratulate the pharmacists of the state of Pennsylvania upon 
the excellence of their state organization and upon their happy 
choice of officials who have so efficiently discharged the heavy 
task imposed in the preparation and prompt publication of this 
large and attractive volume. It 1s moreover a subject of con- 
gratulation that the pharmacists themselves have produced this 
record of their association work without calling upon the man- 
ufacturers or wholesale dealers to make contributions to the ex- 
pense involved, under the guise of advertising in it! The vol- 
ume contains no advertising. 
Although the work of familiarizing

of Retail Druggists to prosecute U, S. P. and N. F. propaganda 
work on a stil] more extensive scale during the coming year has 
found a speedy echo in the announcement of the Kings County 
Pharmaceutical Society of an initial appropriation of $500 to 
defray the expenses of a paid canvasser who will visit the phy- 
sicians and pharmacists of the borough and endeavor to make 
them better acquainted with the preparations of the Pharma- 
copeeia and the Formulary. Work will be actively begun next 
month, and there is no question but what the rank and file of 
the drug trade both in and out of the society will profit by it. 
Heretofore the effort has been made to collect the sinews of 
war through the solicitation of individual pharmacists, but this 
has not proved satisfactory. A few devoted members of the 
society consumed much time, wasted a great deal of argument, 
and wore out no inconsiderable amount of shoe leather in 
efforts to arouse the pride of druggists in propaganda work. 
It was not to be expected that affairs could continue long in this 
way, and so the Kings County Society, much to its credit, has 
decided to grapple with the work as an organization. That con- 
siderable accessions to the membership will result from the cam-

One reason for the 
apathy and neglect which has overtaken it lies in a failure to 
prove of real assistance in the adverse conditions now affecting 
the pharmacists of the city. With considerable money tied up in 
a sinking fund this association is content to stand idly by and 
allow younger and more purely local bodies in the Borough of 
Manhattan to prosecute work which distinctly belongs to it. It 
is to be hoped that following the splendid example set by the 
Kings County Pharmaceutical Society that the Manhattanites wi! 
awake from their lethargy and take the commanding position in 
the borough which belongs to them. Before becoming anything 
of a popular organization it may be necessary for this association 
to reconstruct its constitution and bylaws so as to provide for 
smaller annual dues, as the dues at present are altogether too 
high for the value given. With an active committee at work in 
promoting the extended use of National Formulary preparations 
a revival of interest in the Association would surely follow and 
the Association gain in strength and prestige. A sporadic 
gathering with doctors may have its benefits, but a business 
campaign among pharmacists and physicians, conducted by a 
detail man familiar with introducing and selling goods, would

PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 


The French Minister of Agri- 


Qualified Pharmacists culture has issued instructions 


as Inspectors to the departmental: prefects 


defining the duties of Inspec- 
tors of Pharmacies, and restricting to pharmaceutical inspectors 
the rights of inspection of pharmacies save as to non-pharma- 
ceutical products, such as alimentary substances, beverages, etc. 
The new organization of the inspection service in France, which 
is based on a decree of August 5, 1908, takes the view that an 
inspector of pharmacies must necessarily be himself a qualified 
pharmacist, selected by the dean of the local school of pharmacy 
and approved by the local representative of the French Govern- 
ment. In some parts of France the local pharmaceutical asso- 
ciations have submitted to the authorities a list of such of their 
number as were considered eligible, requesting that the selection 
be made from this list. In nearly every case the authorities 
have complied with this request, on the assumption that in this 
way they could be sure to nominate an inspector who would 
enjoy the confidence of his fellow pharmacists. In consequence 
of the provision contained in many of our State pharmacy laws 
that drugs and medicines shall not be dispensed by unlicensed 
persons, except under the supervision of a licensed pharmacist, 
the employment of licensed pharmacists as inspectors would not 
work well here. We recall a case in the Rhode Island courts 
where a pharmacist who was arrested for allowing a clerk to 
put up a prescription during his temporary absence, was hon- 
orably discharged after his clever attorney had demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of a judge and jury that the prescription 
in question had been compounded under the personal super- 
vision of the pharmacy inspector who, it was brought out in 
the evidence, happened to be himself a licensed pharmacist.

This bership on such boards is very remunerative 


and agreeable. In glancing through the pro- 
ceedings of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Association we note 
a clear and explicit statement from the treasurer of the Pennsyl- 
vania Board of Pharmacy covering the expenditures of that 
body for the quarter of a year ending May 21. From this we 
learn that the largest amount received for services by any member 
of the Board for that quarter was $130, in payment for twenty- 
four days’ services, at $5 per day. The total expenses of the 
Board were about $2,500, less than $500 of which was paid to the 
members of the Board, exclusive of the secretary’s salary of $112. 
In view of the high character of the services rendered, of the 
interruption which this service must cause to the business of the 
members, and of the large amount of service rendered for which 
no per diem charge is made, we feel that even the most captious 


critics must admit that there is no graft in this. 
THE SALE OF LIQUORS IN THE DRUG STORE. 
HAT peerless champion of the higher interests of phar- 
macy, Albert E. Ebert, sought for many years to eliminate 
the sale of liquors entirely from the drug store. He advocated 
the deletion of wine, whiskey and brandy from the pharma- 
copeeia, holding that such therapeutic effects-as were obtained 
from the uses of these liquors could be as well produced by 


the use of diluted alcohol. He believed that the presence of 
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these liquors in the pharmacopceia was open to grave objection 
in that it furnished an excuse or authority to the druggist for 
carrying them in stock. 


HE therapeutic value of alcoholic stimulants seems to be 
established beyond question, though there is a national 
association of physicians pledged to refrain from prescribing 
medicines containing alcohol. The question of whether or not 
diluted alcohol has all the therapeutic qualities of brandy or 
whiskey is one which has not been determined, for both sides 
of the question have warm supporters. We believe that there 
is but little if any need for the druggist carrying liquors save 
in prohibition states. Just here the difficulty arises, for it is 
only in prohibition states that the sale of liquor under the cloak 
of a druggist’s license offers unusual monetary returns—and 
wherever the price is high there will be found men who can be 
bought. 


U NDER the “search and seizure law,” which went into effect 
in Michigan on September 1, the druggist who carries 
liquors in stock may easily render himself liable to punishment. 
In fact, many druggists in that state have announced through 
advertisements and otherwise that they will not handle liquors 
at all, even on doctors’ prescriptions, a decision which we be- 
leve they wil] find a wise one from a business point of view 
as weil as from a moral one. It is hard to believe that a drug 
store can find occasion to supply 121 purchasers with liquor for 
medicinal purposes only within one week, as is reported from 
one Michigan store, other druggists in the same town making 
56 to 95 and Ito sales respectively. This publication of the num- 
ber of sales made by the druggists offers the public an opportunity 
to judge the attitude of each druggist in this matter and is, we 
think, a wise provision of the law, for the druggist who wishes 
to operate a retail liquor store under a druggist’s license should 
be placed before the community in his true light, so that his 
patrons may decide for themselves as to whether he is the kind 
of druggist they wish to patronize. Such regulations are in line 
with the general tendency toward the frank publication of facts 
manifested in the National Food and Drugs Act. The public is 
entitled te know the facts about the things it buys and the deal- 


ers it buys from. 


GOVERNOR JOHNSON DEAD. 


OVERNOR JOHN A. JOHNSON, of Minnesota, who 
died last week, occupied a unique place in the esteem of 
the people of the United States. Though he had never held 
office under the national government our battleship squadrons 
flew their flags at half mast in his memory. Though he was 
a Democrat, President Taft declined an entertainment which 
fell on the day of his interment. Though a Democrat, he was 
thrice elected Governor of a State overwhelmingly Republican. 
The tributes to his memory which appeared in print and which 
were spoken from the rostrum and the pulpit during the last 
week contained nothing but praise for his honesty, his bravery, 
and his discretion. Born of the common people, his history has 
been that of the common people. With but a limited education 
and with no extraneous assistance, he made for himself a place 
which cannot soon be filled. 
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E told our readers that he looked upon his term of service 

as a drug clerk as having been of the greatest value to 

him. He said: “It taught me to be careful and accurate. I 
got into touch with the public then for the first time; that is, 
I really got to know people, to study their characteristics and 
to try to please them by being attentive and accommodating. 
It was a fine experience for me. The great particular good it 
did me, however, in the light of events leading up to the present, 
was that it gave me the opportunity to read and study which 
I never had, and might not have had in any other occupation. 
The hours were long, from seven o'clock in the morning until 


ten at night, but they were full of well-used opportunities.” 


T is fine to know that this one-time drug clerk, self-taught, 
rose so high that the presidency of the United States seemed 
almost within his grasp and might yet have been won had he 
lived. The qualities which made him a success as a drug clerk 
were those which made him a success as a Governor, and in the 
height of his success his thoughts turned fondly back to the 
days of his clerkship with gratitude for the opportunities it gave. 
These opportunities lie within reach of many of our readers. 
May many of them make as good use of them as did Governor 
Johnson. 
A COMPILATION OF FOOD AND DRUG LAWS. 
A REALLY valuable compilation of legal information bearing 
on the National Food and Drugs Act and the various State 
laws regulating the sale of food and drugs has been recently pub- 
lished under the auspices of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association and the Proprietary Association of America. The 
publication is a curious one in the respect that there is nothing 
on the title page or elsewhere in the volume to indicate who the 
authors or publishers may be. It is uniform, however, with two 
earlier publications dealing with recently enacted statutes of 
special interest to drug manufacturers and wholesale and retail 


druggists. 


HE great majority of the State pure drug laws were enacted 
subsequent to the passage of the National Food and Drugs 
Act, and most of them follow more or less closely the provisions 
of the national law. The operation of the laws of several States 
is deferred in instances, in order doubtless to enable those affected 
to become familiar with their provisions. Thus, in Alabama, the 
new law, which is to be administered*by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries, does not take effect until January 1, 
1910. This law was approved August 26, 1909, and as the pam- 
phlet before us is dated September, 1909, its up-to-date character 
is establishe4. 


| N glancing over the volume we find that most States have 

enacted narcotic laws against the sale of cocaine, opium and 
other habit-forming drugs. The form of these various enact- 
ments differs generally, but the intent in nearly all is the same. 
Some enactments, as that of Iowa, include the abortifacients, 


as cotton root, ergot, oil of tansy and oil of savin. 


if Sane with the Compendium of Pharmacy Laws of the 

United States, compiled by Judge Errant, the general attor- 
ney of the National Association of Retail Druggists, this compila- 
tion of food and drug laws should prove exceedingly useful to 
manufacturing pharmacists and wholesale druggists who do an 
interstate business. It suggests the possibility of a digest of all 
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the laws, both National and State, which bear in any way on the 


drug business, something even more complete than the excellent

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EXPERIMENTS WITH SUPPOSITORY BASES. ! 
By H. A, B. DUNNING, 
Baltimore, Md 

While cacao butter is without doubt a very satisfactory sup- 
ssitory base, generally speaking, iu several particulars it is 
licking, particularly when used in southern latitudes. Supposi 

ries. prepared with cacao butter as the base, will not stand 
‘posure to the summer heat. On very hot days they are apt 
to be in bad condition on receipt by customers even when sent 
lirectly from the iced moulds, depending of course on the dis 
tance sent, or rather upon the time exposed 

Again cacao butter proves unsatisfactery when combined with 

large percentage of solid extracts, § grain to the 3o-grain sup 
ository. Particularly is this true of extract of witch hazel; the 
fault here is apparently because of the fact that when liquefied 
the fluidity of cacao butter is great, it lacks viscosity, and unless

Cacao butter with 15 percent. castor oil, 10 percent, white

A FADING COLOR IN ALKALINE ANTISEPTIC SOLUTION,! 
By H, V. Arny, Pu. G., Px. D., 
Cleveland, Ohio 

Over a year ago, the Northern Ohio Druggists’ Association in 
their U.S. P. and N. F, propaganda distributed among the physi 
cians of Cleveland samples of compound antiseptic solution, 
which was prepared by the students of the Cleveland School of 
Pharmacy under direction of the writer. There were about a 
dozen bottles left after the distribution and these were made 
into a package and stored in a cupboard. Tlere they were left 
for six months or more, when on opening the package the solu 
tion ir each bottle was found very much faded— some being al 
most colorless. By chance one of the bottles Was opened ind 
within a half hour of exposure to air the red color was restored 
ind each of the bottles opened since has in like manner resumed

Of the various forms in which drugs may be administered in 
the dry form, the cachet is undoubtedly the best as regards con 


venience, elegance and solubility, says Phe Pr eriber, of Tdin 
burgh. Remedies can be dispensed in this form ma few minutes to 
almost any formula; the convenience to the patient is beyond dis- 
pute, while for elegance and solubility they are unsurpassed by 
any other form of medication, Powders are troublesome to the 
patient; pills are adapted only to comparatively small doses; cap 
sules involve a somewhat lengthy process of manufacture; while 
compressed tablets, in spite of their popularity, have many draw 

backs. This last form of medication ts indeed much less_ tre 

quently resorted to by physicians than it was some years ago, 
for several reasons. Apart from the tendency of the tablet to 
encourage self-medication, the fact that compression often intet 

feres with the solubility of the drug militates greatly against its 
veneral use. A well-made tablet undoubtedly has its uses, and 


there are circumstances in which this form may be more a 
vantageously employed than any other, but as a rule tablets can 
not be dispensed extemporaneously, and recourse must be had to 
a ready-made article, prepared, sometimes not over-carefully, 
form a fixed formula.

Tincture of Deodorized Opium. 

We continue to use ether (in accordance with the U. S. P.. 
1890, process) in preference to the purified petroleum benzin 
of the U. S. P., t900. Our reason for this preference is based 
on the difficulty we have experienced in preparing a purified 
benzin sufficiently free from substances which leave an odor in 
the finished tincture. 

Tincture of Strophanthus. 


We advise the separation of the oil by cooling down to 25° F. 
and then filtering. 

Mercurial Ointment. 

While the addition of oleate of mercury may be a necessity 
in extinguishing the mercury on a small scale, on a manufactur- 
ing scale it is neither necessary nor desirable as it gives a 
greenish-blue color to the ointment when exposed to the air. 
There seems to be rather too much lard in the U. S. P. formula

U. S. Pharmacopoeia Assays. 

In our experience we found it necessary in some cases to 
make modifications to insure uniform and accurate results. In 
other cases the change was made only to prevent emulsification 
and thus save considerable time in carrying out the process. 


Acid Sulphurous Assay. 

The U. S. P., 1900, method followed out exactly does not 
give uniform results. The results are also low. By modifying 
the procedure of the U. S. P. a little, satisfactory results are 
obtained. The modification suggested is as follows: Run the 
decinormal iodine volumetric solution in the flask first, weigh, 
then add the sulphurous acid and weigh again. The difference 
is the weight of the sample taken. Allow to stand for five min- 
utes, then titrate back the excess of decinormal iodine volumetric 
solution with decinormal sodium thiosulphate volumetric solution. 


Ammonia Water Assay. 


Draw 25 Cc. normal sulphuric acid into a flask, weigh, add 
sample, weigh again and titrate back with normal potassium 
hydroxide, using methyl] orange as an indicator. This prevents 
loss during weighing, 

Ammonium Carbonate Assay. 

Instead of weighing the ammonium carbonate by itself it is 
better to place the water in the flask first, weigh, then add the 
ammonium carbonate and weigh again. This gives the weight 
of the sample. Titrate with normal sulphuric acid volumetric 
solution, using methyl orange as indicator. 


Chlorinated Lime Assay. 

Place about 25 Cc. of water in a flask and weigh accurately, 
add about 0.25 of a gramme of sample and weigh again. Then 
follow U. S. P. directions, breaking up any possible lumps with 
a stirring rod. This variation prevents loss of chlorine during 
handling. 

Extract of Nux Vomica Assay. 

Introduce 2 grammes of extract nux vomica into a beaker 
and dissolve in about 10 Cc. of a mixture of equal parts of 
alcohol and 10 percent. ammonia water. When dissolved transfer 
to a separatory funnel, rinsing out carefully, using the least pos- 
sible quantity of alcohol-ammonia mixture so that the solution 
and washings combined require about 15 Cc. of the mixture.

This modification 
prevents emulsification and saves time. 


Fluidextract of Belladonna Root Assay. 


Transfer 10 Cc. to a separator, add 10 Cc. distilled water 
make alkaline with ammonia water, add 50 Cc. ether-chloroform 
mixture (chloroform 55 Cc. and ether 45 Cc.) and shake well. 
Drain off ether-chloroform layer into a second separator. Re- 
peat shaking out with two portions of 50 Cc. each ether-chloro- 
form mixture and draw off ito second separator.

Fluidextract of Hyoscyamus Assay.

Transfer 10 Cc. to a separator, make alkaline with am- 
monia and shake out three times with 50 Cc. ether-chloroform 
mixture (chloroform 55 Cc. and ether 45 Cc.). Combine the 
ether-chloroform extractions in a separatory funnel and proceed 
as in the U. S. P., shaking out with normal sulphuric acid 
volumetric solution, etc. This modification prevents emulsifica- 
tion and saves time. 


Fluidextract of Pilocarpus Assay. 

Transfer 10 Cc. to a separatory funnel, make alkaline with 
ammonia water and shake out three times, using 50 Cc. ether 
each time. Combine ether extract in a separatory funnel and 
proceed as in the U. S. P., shaking out with normal sulphuric 
acid volumetric solution, etc. This method saves time frequent- 
ly by preventing emulsification.

Potassium Bitartrate Assay.

The N. F. formula does not give a solid enough preparation 
and it is quite liable to char when brought down to the required 
weight.

It is certainly easier for the pharmacist to add the fluidex- 
tract of cannabis indica than to dissolve the extract in alcohol 
and then add the solution, and when we consider the use to 
which the collodion salicylated is put, contractile collodion should 
be better than flexible collodion, and in our experience it is better. 

Elixir Gentian. 

The official formula prescribes 25 Cc. of solution of ferric 
sulphate, U. S. P. We have found that it is necessary to use 
37% Cc. in order to completely detannate the gentian. 

Elixie Glycerophosphates. 

To insure a permanent solution we find it is necessary to 

increase the phosphoric acid from 8 grammes to 10 grammes. 
Elixir Paraldehyde. 
To give a perfectly clear product we find it is necessary to 
increase the alcohol from 315 Cc. to 330 Cc. 
Elixir Terpin Hydrate. 
Elixir Terpin Hydrate with Codeine and Elixir Terpin Hydrate 
with Heroin. 

Our experience with these three elixirs has been that in all 
of them some of the terpin hydrate when exposed to low tem- 
peratures crystallizes out. We have obtained satisfactory elixirs 
by increasing the amount of alcohol from 400 Cc. to 436 Cc. 
and omitting the simple syrup altogether, and making up to 1,000 
Ce. with glycerin. Our formula for elixir terpin hydrate is as 
follows:

We have found that when the magma is diluted with 1,000 
Ce. of distilled water as prescribed by the N. F. the bismuth 
is not completely precipitated. In order to insure complete pre- 
cipitation it is necessary to dilute with 5,000 Cc. of distilled water 
instead of 1,000 Cc. 

The Granular Effervescent Salts of the National Formulary. 

These preparations are treated in the N. F. as an addition 
to the effervescent powders and an attempt is there made to 
utilize the formula of the effervescent powders by using one-half 
of the saccharated citric acid instead of one-half of the sac- 
charated tartaric acid. This has given a formula containing 
altogether too much sugar which results in a dough too tough 
to handle even in the quantity of 1,000 grammes, and this ob- 
jection becomes more serious in larger quantities. A formula 
should be given for each one of the granular effervescent salts 
of the N. F. which will work readily in both small and large 
quantities and give a finished preparation which will keep well. 
The formulas which we present can be worked under directions 
much like those: for the U. S. P. granular effervescent salts. 
The active ingredients are the same in quantity as in the N, F. 
formula.

preparation—it is, however, very much smoother and much more 
easily made. Oil of cade should be specified light-colored. 

Ointment Sulphur Compound. 

We suggest that the 30 parts of lard of the N. F. formula 
be replaced by the same amount of anhydrous wool fat. Our 
experience has been that the use of the anhydrous wool fat 
prevents the separation of the water contained in the soft soap 
and therefore makes a smooth and permanent ointment, whereas 
the N. F. formula has not given a satisfactory ointment in our 
hands.

The Odor of Oils. 


\ccording to Tsujimoto (Chem. Rev. tiber do Fett und Har 
ud, 1900, p. &§; through Les Nouveaux remedes, August 8, 
tg09) the odor of oils or fats is due either to the presence of im 
purities or is inherent in the principle constituent of the oil, 
either the free fatty acid or some decomposition product of the 
wlveeride, The odor due to a free fatty acid is only sensible 
in glycerides containing one of the lower volatile acids. Such 
in odor is extremely difficult to prevent, as free acids are formed 
in the purest of oils he author studied particularly the odors 
resuling from the action of the atmospheric oxygen, Samples 
linseed oil and oil of sesame, prepared from the fresh seeds, 
were treated with fuller’s earth at a temperature of 212° I 
neutralized with an alcoholic solution of potassium hydroxide 
and washed with aleohol and thus rendered absolutely odorless 
\iter several days’ exposure in a diffuse light, they both de- 
veloped the characteristic odor, The intensity of the odor cor 
responded almost exactly with its todine index, and absolutely 
with the proportion of unsaturated fatty acid which it) con 
tuned. The more unsatisfied bonds which any acid or glyceride 
presents, the more readily oxidizable will it be, and the more 
will it form decomposition products in the process of oxidation. 
In fish oils the odor is due in part to the presence of volatile 
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bases. ‘Vhese oils contain also certain free acids belonging to 
the CaH-sO: series, particularly clupanodonic acid, as the author 
has shown with regard to codliver oil. The glycerides of these 
acids are readily oxidizable by the atmospheric oxygen, and thus 
give rise to the penetrating odor which is characteristic of cod 
liver oil, The odoriferous products are of the nature of alde- 
hydes. It is interesting to note that Hébert has demonstrated 
the glycerides of isanic acid in the oil of “isano and that this 
oil possesses a distinetly fishy odor. Clupanodonic acid, which 
Tsujimoto has isolated from the Japanese codliver oil by means 
of actobromide, als) has the characteristic odor of fish. The 
free acids minus the clupanodomie acid are merely slightly sug 
vestive of fish. Tish oils cannot be rendered tnodorous as long 
as they contain glycerides with nonsaturated fatty acids. The 
latter must etther be removed or transformed into inodorous 
products by chemical means

What Should Be Dispensed When Euonymin Pills Are 
Called For? \\ \ prescription written im Germany by a Get 
man physician calling for “Pil. Euonymini, No, xx," which was 
handed to our querist, caused some uncertainty, there beimg no 
evonymin pill official in either the United States Pharmacopoct 
or the National Formulary 

Kuonymin is purely an American drug, which is valued tor 
its cholagogue properties It is an eelectic preparation, being 
included among the eclectic resinoids or concentrawon \c 
cording to King’s “American Dispensatory,” the name enonymin 
was affixed to the dry powdered solid extract of wahoo about 
fifty years ago. In Martindale and Westeott's “Extra Pharma 


copaia” a euonymin pill is listed which consists of two grains 
of cuonymin massed with extract of hyoseyamus, This is. pre 
sumably what was wanted on the preseription and we should 
have no hesitation in dispensing such a pill on the prescription 
cited. 

To Prevent Animal Fats from Becoming Rancid. I. T. I! 

THe commonest method of preventing the development of ran 
cidity in animal fats due to decomposition is to incorporate with 
the melted fat some gum benzom The United States Vharmo 
copeeni’ preseribes two pereent. of benzom for the preservation of 
lard, but this is hardly sufficient, and three pereent. would be 
better \ further improvement would be the direct use of ben 
voie acid, as itis the benzoie acid of the benzoin that acts as a 
preservative The German Pharmacopoeia recognizes this and 
preseribes the use of one pereent. of benzoic acid as a preservative 
Numerous other substances might be employed for the same 
purpose if the fatty preparation is not intended for application 
to a delicate surface, as the conjunctiva Acetanilide suggests 
itself as a cheap and powerful antiseptic which might be used

mixture, but with the added advantages of affording a cleat 
solution in any dilution and of keeping for a comparatively 
lengthy period feing a clear solution, it does not clog the 
nozzle of sprays; and it is said that much less of it need be 


used than of the Bordeaux mixture, for efficient: protectio 
as cucasa solutions are umitormly alkaline, no copper sulphat:

Cueasa consists of molecuhiu proportions of copper sulphat: 
Jaked lime and cane sugar, and is said to be distinguished troy 
other copper and sugar solutions by the proportions im whic 
the constituents are present.

Estimation of Camphor in Spirit of Camphor, ~The autho: 
employs a method of salting out with ammonium sulphate 4 
follows 5.00 Gm. of the spirit of camphor to be tested | 
placed in-an Erlenmayer task of 50 mil capacity; 20 Gm, of a 
cold saturated aqueous solution of ammonium sulphate is added 
and then 30 Gm, of water, rotating the flask. The flask is closed 
with a cork, shaken to break up the separated camphor, and 
placed for about twelve hours in a refrigerator, The liquid 
then filtered through a smooth filter of 7 Cm. diameter, and the 
camphor washed with 7o to 00 Gm. of water, so as to collect 
the camphor at the pomt of the cone. The wash water is tested 
for sulphate with barium chloride acidulated with hydrochlors 
acid, stopping the washing when turbidity appears only after two 
seconds The camphor is now pressed on the top with a bent 
ipatula so as to form a cone, The filter is now covered with a 
watch glass and set aside while a card, the size of a post card, 
is weighed together with a suitable watch glass. The camphor 
is now spread on a porous tile with a nickel spatula in a mod 
erately Jlin’ layer This is allowed to stand for one minute 
covered with a watch glass of 10 to 12 Cm. diameter—-when it 
is collected on the tared ecard, covered with the tared watch 
glass, and weighed at once.

The Sterilization of Medicinal Plants. Of the facto: 
which are concerned in the variability of the therapeutic activity 
of vegetable preparations, the age or freshness of the plant 
utilized has long been recognized. Perrot and Govis (Ball 
ence pharmacol, 1o00, No, 7) have drawn attention to the tact 
that the chemreal combinations which are responsible for the 
action of the drug are frequently influenced through the action 
of ferments ino such a manner that the physiological action of 
the produets 18 considerably altered and that this ferment action 
may be prevented by suitable procedures, The reaction 1 
take place during the preparation of the drug or in the dried 
plant which is being kept In the fresh chestnut, for instance, 
tannin ais found im chemical combination with a glucoside, and 
mn the fresh kola nut eaffein is combined with kolatin, a phenol 
of the nature of catechin, Both of these compounds are very 
readily broken up in the extraction if great care is not taken 
If the nuts are previously treated with 905 percent, alcohol, ot 
better sterilized in an autoclave at a temperature of tro dept 


C, for five or ten minutes, the ferment which is responsible for 
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the splitting up is destroyed, and the substances may be prepared 
any time subsequently. Digitalis so treated retains all of the 
activity of the fresh drug. If the fresh leaves are sterilized it 
will be found that they retain the appearance, color, flexibility 
wid even the smell which they originally possess. From these 
aves a beautiful green powder may be obtained that is said 
. differ in no way from the preparation made from the fresh 
plants. The extract obtained by means of 80 percent, alcohol, 
forms a yellow, exceedingly hygroscopic powder, With water 
forms a brownish red solution, possessing the characteristic 
lor of the fresh plant.

To Differentiate Alpha and Beta Eucaine, Condussia 
(Pharmazeutische Post, 1908, p. 825) recommends the addition 
of a solution of potassium iodide to the solution ino question 
In the presence of the latter a brown coloration is) produced 
and in the course of about two hours a slight precipitate of a 
deep brown color is thrown down, leaving a clear solution above 
With alpha ecucaine, however, a reddish brown preciptate is 
formed which gradually changes to a yellowish orange color, 
while the supernatant liquid assumes a lemon yellow color 

A Study of the Phosphatids of the Cereals is reported by 
Winterstein and = Smolenski (Zeitschrift, fur physiologisely 
Chemie, 1909, vol. Ixvili, p. §06). These authors obtained pho 
phatids from wheat flour by first removing the starch, then 
treating it with alcoho] and evaporating the extract at the lowest 
possible temperature, The substance thus obtained was a mix 
ture of various phosphatids, and contained also cholesterin and 
some of its ethers, free fatty acids, and small quantities of othet 
substances. ‘These phosphatids were insoluble in) acetone, but 
were soluble in boiling aleohol and, on decomposition, gave rise 
to cholin, ammonia, probably trigonellin, and other nonnitro 
genous bases. They were not considered by the authors as 
artificial synthetic products, but were said to be natural con 
stituents of the wheat flour. They isolated from) perminating 
Wheat two phosphatids by means of acetone, One, a solid body, 
was insoluble in this reagent. The second was a liquid and 
could be split up further into a erystallizable phosphatid and an 
oily body containing a mixture of fats, fatty acids and a small 
quantity of erystallizable phosphatid 

A Delicate Test for Blood in the Urine. -Albarran and 
Ileitz- Boyer in the Gagette médicale de Paris for August, 1909, 
describe a simple and exceedingly sensitive test for blood in the 
urine, The reagent required is made up in the following man 
ner: 2 Gm. of phenolphthalein and 20 Gm, of potassium hy 
drate are dissolved in 100 Ce, of boiling water and there is 
then added 10 Gm. of powdered zine, The color of the solu 
fion is at first red, but the color gradually fades out. As soon 
as it is completely decolorized the fluid ig filtered while still 
boiling, To carry out the test 2 Ce. of urine are shaken up ina 
test tube with 1 Ce. of the reagent and 3 or 4 drops of a 12 
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volume hydrogen peroxid solution are added In the pres 
ence of blood the solution assumes in the course of a few see 
onds to 2 or 3 minutes a fuchsin red color, the intensity of 
which varies with the proportion of blood present. With this 
test iis said that blood in the dilution of 1 to 100,000 may be 
demonstrated,

The new ninth edition of Buchheister’s Handbook of Phat 
inmaey saw the light after the author of the original work had 
died. ‘The revised edition forming the present volume has been 
prepared under the editorship of Georg Ottersbach, of Ham 
burg, We have littl to add to what we have already said in 
commendation of this excellent manual of pharmacy, A number 
of new illustrations figure in the present volume and there is a 
wealth of botanical references with an unusually large number 
of well printed line drawings of the plants which furnish medi 
cmes, There is an excellent chapter on photography in which 
the whole subject is treated succintly, but comprehensively, from 
plate and lens to tripod and print. The subjects treated cover 
aomiuch wider range than is usual in any American textbook, A 
chapter on business practice gives practical advice on the hand 
ling and sale of various articles, including acids and inflammable 
and explosive substances, and a good deal of space is devoted 
to dyes and colors such as are used by painters and printers. 
The German title of the volume under notice would indicate 
that the work was intended for the use of Drogisten exclu 
sively, but there is undoubtedly much in its pages that will be 
serviceable to Apotheker, As a reference book for pharmacists

With the opening of the fall school term, says Butles 
Brothers’ Drummer, comes a demand for many lines of mer 
chandise which can rightly be called “school necessities.” This 
ig one of the several seasons during the year when the demand 
for certain things comes surely from nearly all families. Nev 
ertheless, it is necessary to go after this business and as always, 
it is the merchant who, keenly alive to the possibilities of busi 
ness and profit in these lines, gets after it energetically that 
reaps the largest portion of the gain. 

School supplies of all kinds including slates, pencils, pens, 
writing tablets, composition books, erasers, pencil sharpeners 
lunch boxes, book straps, school bags, ink and any merchandise 
of the class should be brought to the front 

If you have the monopoly on the sale of school necessities 


you are assured of a good and profitable business in these lines 
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llowever, with the coming of competition there is a tendeney 
toward slashing prices, to cut away the margin of protit just 
to sell the goods, Remember you are in business to pet a profit; 
get it even though your gross sales are smaller 

If it is necessary to do something to hold and draw trade, 
cul prices of a few items ‘way down, instead of a smaller cut 
all along the line, Use a few “teasers” or “leaders’—-a pencil 
dozen sold) for five cents; 


box costing you Zoe or So 
a good pencil costing you two and a half cents sold for two; 
a waterprool school bag at about eighty cents each dozen sold 
for seven or eight cents; a good big pencil tablet sold for three 
cents costing you possibly three and a half or four. Prices such 
as these if advertised wall attract trade without materially re 
ducing profits on the general line, and the increased sales of

We have proudly and justly claimed that our annual Report 
on the Progress of Pharmacy is worth much more than the 
annual dues which our members are required to pay. This argu 
ment has enabled us to secure many new members, But if we are 
to be as successful, prosperous and useful as we ought to be, wi 
must offer greater inducements to our fellow pharmacists to join 
our association, 

If practicable our monthly Bulletin should be sufficiently en 
larged to take the place of our annual volume of proceedings, 
and should) give additional fresh and = timely information ot 
practical value to pharmacists 

The value of the splendid work of our reporter on the Prog 
ress of Pharmacy is greatly diminished by the rule that it must 
cover a whole year before it is published, Last year some of the 
information it contained was about twenty-two months old when 
it reached our members, and none of it less than ten months old 
The report on the Progress of Pharmacy should be a monthly 
report and published in our Bulletin 

As our funds are limited, it is necessary that we should uss 
them to the best advantage. It seems to me that we ought not 
to include in the report on the Progress of Pharmacy any in 
formation that docs not apply directly and specially to our own 
professional-technical work, 

Let us leave pure science to other scientific bodies. * * * 

The volume of our Proceedings for 1908 contains 1,200 pages 
Cwelve numbers of our Bulletin contain 384 pages. But I feel 
sure that a total of about 1,200 pages will be sufficient to contain 
ull of the matter which our association ought to print. We can 
not afford to do more until we shall have determined by actual 
trial what is best. * 

Upon questions of national policy the opinions of our members 
are sure to be much divided, and as such questions should be 
settled upon wholly unselfish, patriotic grounds, we participate in 
the discussion and disposition of them as citizens, and not as 
pharmacists or as members of this association. For my own part 
fam heartily in favor of the parcels post because | am convineed 
hat it would be of great benefit to the whole people, and that 
the evils predicted as likely to result from its introduction are 
naginary or can be prevented.

Whule it as true that the National Formulary has been ert 
cised we should not lose sight of the fact that criticism is an 
evidence of interest in the object criticised and that, taken as 
whole, the criticism that has been offered is constructive in char 
acter and does not justify the assertion that official recogmitior 
of this work “was a ridiculous mistake.” 

The opinion expressed that upon matters of national poli 
our members are sure to be divided is, of course, a just one, but 
this can in no way militate against the right of any appreciall 
number of members, who may be present at any one meeting 
to express their views and to object to prospective legislatior 
that they may think ininueal to their particular occupation 

The Section on Commercial Interests of this association h 
repeatedly placed itself on record as being opposed to the intro 
duction of parcels post until such time as the Post Office De 
partment of this country has been placed on a paying basis, an: 
the first class postage reduced to one cent an ounce. 

Your committee believes that the majority of this associatio: 
hould have the privilege to continue giving expression to the 
opinions on matters relating either to their trade or their pr: 
lession., 

Your committee believes that the expression of opinion 1 
garding the activities of the commitee on the status of pharma 
cists in the service of the United States Government is a time! 
one and that the efforts of this committee should be directed

NEW YORK RETAILERS OPPOSE NEW DRUG COMBINE 

Devise Plans, Which They Will Make Public Next Week, for 
Checkmating Every Move Made by the United Drug Con- 
sumers’ Company—Assert that the Entrance of This Corpora- 
tion into the Field Will Wipe Out the Individual Proprietor 
and Lower the Standard of Pharmacy.

For the purpose of devising ways and means tot 
the efforts of the new retail drug combine, known as the United 
Drug Consumers’ Company, to acquire a chain of stores im New 
York City and elsewhere throughout the country and eventually 
to oust the present proprietors of the pharmacies thus obtained, 
members of the New York Retail Druggists’ Associition held a 
special meeting on Tuesday evening, September 21, They also 
discussed the most effieactous method of protecting druggists im 
this city who are likely to suffer from the keen competition 
which it is presumed the combine will indulge in if it is per 
mitted to secure a foothold 

After a careful consideration of the subjeet, detinite plans 


were prepared to cheekmate every move made by the combine, 


which now is bemg financed by the Continental Financing Com 
pany, of 25 Broad street, and to protect the business of such 
members of the association as may suffer from the entrance imto 
their neighborhoods of this corporation. These plans are being 
kept seeret for a few days, but probably will be made public 


next week,

As outlined in the American Druaceist of September 13 
United Drug Consumers’ Company proposes to acquire retail 
drug stores already established and doing a good business by 
offering to their present proprietors its 7 percent, preferred 
stock at par to the amount of the appraised value of such stores 
The corporation also offerstto retain the present proprietors as 
managers for a period of three years at fixed salaries to be 
based upon the average net profits of the stores for the pre 
vious three years and also to give such managers a percentage 
of the increased profits, Up to date the utmost secrecy has 


been observed in regard to the identity “of the interests who are 
backing the United Drug Consumers’ Company The Conti 
nental Finance Company has refused to reveal the names of its 
principals and has merely stated that they are men of extensive 
affairs, strong financial backing and. skilled in) pharmacy and 
the drug business. 

Most of the proprietors who have been approached with the 
new combine’s proposition have rejected it in short order, as 
they believe that, if the proposed chain of stores is established, 
both the individual druggist and the profession of pharmacy 
will suffer, 

On behalf of a large number of Harlem druggists who are 
determined to oppose the entrance of the new combine into the 
local field, Peter Diamond, former president of the New York 
State Pharmaceutical Association and a prominent member of 
the New York Retail Druggists’ Association, said in regard to 
the plans of the company and those of the latter association to 
oppose it: “We are convinced that we can fight successfully this 
United Drug Consumers’ Company. The New York Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association already has plans by means of which we can 
prevent the corporation from driving us out of business, These 
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plans will be revealed within a few days and meanwhile I wish 
to warn al! druggists in this city against selling their business 
and stores to it until they have heard what the New York Re 
tail Druggists’ Association has to say on this subject. It now 
seems probable that the new combine will get rid of the pro 
prictors of the stores which it acquires and intends to employ 
aS managers just aS soon as it can break in enough clerks to 
take their places. At the end of the three years’ agreement, it 
will have a new generation of clerks familiar with its methods 
who will be al| ready to step into the stores and replace the 
rather high-priced proprietor-managers. In order to learn 
whether the United Drug Consumers’ Company will permit the 
present proprictors of stores which it purchases to regain pos 
session of their business in the event that they are desirous of 
doing so when the three-year contract expires, I visited the 
offices of the Continental Finance Company, but could obtain 
no satisfaction on this score. The company refuses to give any 
guarantee that the combine will buy back its own stock at pat 
even when the proprietor is forced out at the expiration of the 
contract. In such a case, it is evident that the only way to 
realize money on the stock lies in selling it in the open market 
for whatever it will command. If this combine gets any kind 
of a start it will ruin the individual proprietor and injure the 
standing 


f the profession of pharmacy. I trust that we who 
now are opposing it will prevent it from getting any kind of a 
foothold 

Although reluctant to disclose all the details of the plans 
for fighting the United Drug Consumers’ Company, Mr. Dia 
mond admitted that no less than fifty proprietors of retail stores 
have agreed to co-operate in the movement, Ile added that 
the plans provide for the creation of a central buying agency 
which will purchase the same class of goods for all of the 


stores, which, in turn, wall sell the merchandise so obtained at 
uniform price The stores interested in the movement also 
will arrange to do their advertising collectively. The proprie 


tors will levy assessments upon themselves for operating ex 
penses, according to the valuation of their stores at the time 
their merger is effected, and they also will provide for dis 
bursement of the common profits among themselves and for the 
withdrawal of any member from the combination whenever he 
feels so disposed 

“We find that the only way to fight the threatened encroach 
ment of the United Drug Consumers’ Company and the Laue: 
Drug Company lies in organizing ourselves and in fighting them 
with their own weapons,” said Mr. Diamond

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CIGAR TRUST AGAIN FORMS RETAIL DRUG COMBINE. 





Under the Name of the Lauer Drug Company, This Branch of 
the American Tobacco Company Now Enters Field of Phar- 
macy in Earnest—Already Has Five Stores and Purposes to 
Establish a Chain Throughout the Country—Will Rival United 
Drug Consumers’ Company. 


Almost simultaneously with the attempt of the United Drug 
Consumers’ Company to acquire a chain of retail drug stores 
already in operation in New York and other principal cities of 
this country, a new corporation known as the Lauer Drug Com 
pany, of which Benjamin J. Lauer is president, and which is 
openly financed and backed by the United Cigar Stores Company 
and American Tobacco Company, has begun to purchase stores 
already in existence and to open new stores, thereby obtaining 
the first actual foothold for the cigar trust in the field of phar- 
macy. 

The Lauer Drug Company already has a store in Perth Am- 
hoy, N. J., another in Jersey City, still another in Flushing, L. 
|, and two more in Brooklyn, and it expects to acquire several 
more on the island of Manhattan within the near future. 

Fvidently the United Cigar Stores Company is determined 
to make a suecess of its venture into the retail drug field 
this time despite its repeated failures in the past. It will be 
remembered that this corporation, incorporated in January, 1900, 
with a capital of $20,000,000 a company known as the United 
Chemists’ Company with the avowed intention of establishing a 
chain of retail drug stores extending from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Coasts, but realized the great difficulty in obtaining 
skilled and experienced clerks to conduct these enterprises, even 
if it could have obtained enough desirable sites for such stores. 
Last December, the United Cigar Stores Company, through its 
real estate department, was credited with essaying the task again 
as it then purchased the old Hotel Metropole, apparently for the 
purpose of opening thereon the first of its chain of stores. The 
corporation abandoned this idea, however, and made arrange 
ments to erect a mammoth office building on that site, the ground 
floor of which will be occupied by a restaurant. Recently, how 
ever, it again has made the attempt to start its chain and for 
this purpose it has incorporated under the laws of New Jersey 
the Lauer Drug Company with an authorized capital of $10,000, 
al! of which has been paid in in cash. It intends to increase the 
amount of its paid-in capital within the near future. 

The United Cigar Stores Company has determined to begin 
its venture with licensed and long-experienced druggists and it 
has therefore selected Mr. Lauer as president, but also has made 
William I. Pgsey, vice-president of the cigar concern, vice 
president of the new drug company, and has selected Thomas R 
Faylor, an auditor of the cigar company, as secretary-treasurer 
of the drug outfit. The three officers mentioned are the direc 
tors of the new corporation. 

The first store opened by the company was at State and 
Smith streets, Perth Amboy, N. J., and the second was at 3067 
Central avenue, Jersey City. The corporation recently acquired 
another store in Flushing and the.two additional stores in 
Brooklyn, 

Mr. Lauer’s Career. 

Benjamin J. Lauer, the president of the new company, is him 
self a skilled pharmacist. Originally, he was a druggist in 
Osage City, Kan. He sold his store there, however, and for about 
twelve years was employed as a clerk in various stores in Chi 
cago. He came to New York City in May, 1899, and was em 
ployed as a salesman until March 26, 1900, when he bought the 
store of F. Krumholz at 2430 Eighth avenue. Mr. Lauer con- 
tinued to conduct the business of this store until April 14, 1908, 
when he sold it to Cornell Balassa for $8,000, receiving $5,000 
in cash and the remainder in the form of a chattel mortgage on 
the property. Mr. Lauer is a shrewd business man as well as a 
good pharmacist, whose reputation for meeting his obligations 
promptly is well recognized. 
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the New York retail trade is greatly interested in the prog 
ress of the Lauer Drug Company, which it fears will encroach 
seriously upon their business if its chain of stores is extended 
materially in this city. 


KINGS COUNTY OPENS THE BALL. 


Well Attended and Interesting Meeting of the Kings County 
Pharmaceutical Society Marks the First of the Season’s Meet- 
ings—To Confer on a New State Pharmacy Law—U. S. P. 
and N. F. Propaganda Work to Be Pushed—The Society 
Appropriates $500 for This Purpose—New Standing Com 
mittees Appointed—Reports from Delegates to State and 
National Bodies. 


The first of the meetings for the fall and winter season ot! 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society took place on ‘Tuesday 
afternoon, September 1g. President J. LH. Rehtuss occupied the 
chair, and there was an encouragingly large attendance, about 
forty members being present. After Secretary Hlegeman had 
read the minutes of the preceding meeting, four applications for 
membership were received. 

lreasurer Oscar C. Kleine reported the financial condition ot 
the society and coilege as excellent, there being over $3,000 1 
the college treasury alone, 

Chairman William Muir, of the Committee on Supervision 
reported that the building had been thoroughly renovated during 
the recess and was now in condition and ready for the opening 
of the college. The classes will be formed of 110 jumiors, 100 
seniors, and nearly a dozen postgraduate students. Dr. Mutt 
dwelt with emphasis upon the fact that the Brooklyn College ot 
Pharmacy was owned by retail pharmacists solely, and was tree 
from debt, the only college of pharmacy in the United States of 
which this could be said. 

He also reported for the Legislative Committee, saying that 
a conference would be called by the New York State Pharma- 
ceutical Association in the near future to discuss and dratt a 
new pharmacy Dill. 

J. G. Wischerth, of the Trade Matters Committee, and 
Messrs. Muir, Paradis, Heimerzheim, Raubenheimer, Bussen 
schutt and President Rehfuss discussed ways and means of 
further advancing the U, S. P. and N. I’. propaganda work, in 
which the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society was the 
pioneer. It was resolved that instead of collecting funds from 
the individual pharmacists of Brooklyn, the Kings County Phar 
maceutical Society shall this year bear the entire expense of 
conducting the campaign of sampling physicians with the official 
galenical compounds, this to be done with the aid of an experi- 
enced detail man. As an initial installment $500 was appropri- 
ated. Detail work will be begun on the first of October. It is 
hoped by the officers that the retail] pharmacists of Brooklyn will 
appreciate this work and join the society.

THE REMSEN BOARD STRENGTHENED BY THE DENVER 
RESOLUTIONS ON SODIUM BENZOATE. 
No Probability of Wiley’s Resigning—Labeling Requirement Will 
Be Fought—-Dr. Wiley Stands Pat.

ments at the Denver convention of the State Food and Dairy 
Commissioners. ‘The endorsement of the work of the Remsen 
Soard of Referee Chemists had not been anticipated, but it is 
not believed that it will make any difference to the work or pol 
icy of the Department of Agriculture. That policy, of course, 
had already been determined upon with respect to benzoate of 
soda and was in full course of application prior to the meeting 
of the Denver convention. As the use of benzoate in practically 
unlimited quantities was already permitted, there is no oppor 
tunity for or probability of any general alteration in that re 
spect in the methods of the Department of Agriculture The 
only point at which a change might be introduced is in regard 
to the requirement that the presence of benzoate be stated on 
the label. There will undoubtedly be a continuation of the cam 
paign to secure the revocation of the benzoate labeling require 
ment, but it is expected that there will be no result from. these 
efforts. 

The resignation of Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, which has been predicted as likely to follow the en 
dorsement given to the Remsen board, is not anticipated here, 
nor does it seem probable that the administration will take step 
against Doctor Wiley in the near future. The outlook on that 
subject is decidedly different from what it was some time avo 
Influences that do not appear on the surface may succeed in pro 
ducing Dr. Wiley’s removal at any time, but it seems now prac 
tically certain that the action would have to be a removal and 
would not be a resignation. 

What was done at the Denver convention is, however, re 
garded as materially strengthening the status of the Remsen 
Board of Referee Chemists, and will doubtless result in placing 
them in a better position before the public in respect to any 
future decisions that they may promulgate, This will be of con

Baltimore, September 24.—Dr, I. I. Kelly, secretary of the 
Maryland Pharmaceutical Association, is about ready to send 
mut printed copies of the proceedings of the last annual meeting 
at Ocean City This is the earliest time in which the proceed 
ngs have ever been issued, and reflects great eredit on the 
diligence of the secretary. Less than two weeks after the meet 
ing he had the copy prepared for the printer, and the report 
would have been completed before now but for the fact that 
Dr. Kelly was away on a vacation for some weeks, during which 
the work on the proceedings lagged. The pamphlet contain 
besides the proceedings, a list of members and other informa 
tion, useful to druggists, and constitutes anu important addition 


to the Iistory of pharmacy in this State 


Trying to Stop Illegal Sale of Drugs. 

Ihe North Carolina Board of Pharmacy is evidently very 
much in earnest about stopping the illegal sale of drugs, being 
made all the more determined by the fact that the traffie is 
carried on largely among ignorant negroes, who are easily in 
fluenced to vice and crime under the stimulus of drugs, and 
who are a serious menace to the peace of the State because ot 
the growing prevalence of the drug habit. At a meeting held 
September 6 the board resolved to revoke the license of Charles 
R. Thomas, of Thomasville, who had pleaded guilty to. selling 
ocaine to four negroes at Wadesboro on July 2, and had been 
fined $85 and costs, Mr. Thomas has stood high in the ranks 
of the profession, Tle served a term as president of the North 
Carolina Vharmaceutical Association, and never Jost an oppor 
tunity to inveigh against any lowering of ethical or professional 
tandards lis arrest on the charge of selling cocaine to 
negroes caused something of a sensation 

Phe cases against five Baltimore pharmacists, of selling 
ocaine or other drugs ino violation of the ordinance, whieh 
makes it a misdemeanor to supply narcotics except on the pre 
scription of a regular physician, and which provides that the 
possession of a drug shall constitute prima facie evidence of a 
violation of the ordinance, have been dropped. All the accused 
had sold morphine to a woman, who, it transpired, was using 
forged prescriptions. She is said to be the wife of a physician 
and has been addicted to the use of morphine for years, One 
of the accused druggists, suspecting that the prescription cffered 
by the woman was bogus, gave information to the authority 
and her arrest followed. Other pharmacists also aided the au 
thorities in the prosecution. The accused were: S. Leroy Rob 
inson, 420 North Greene street; Frederick R. MeClure, 1001 
West Lafayette avenue; Alexander Kammer, 1300 Myrtle ave 
nue; W. 1D. Hixon, 1200 Pennsylvania avenue; Dr. Shepherd 
Drain, 706 West Saratoga street. 

On the charge of selling morphine and laudanum to John 
Paylor, colored, without a preseription from a physician, Louis 
Miller, a druggist at 847 Chesapeake street, was held under $500 
bail in each of three cases by Justice O'Neill, at the Eastern 
Station, last Monday afternoon. Several policemen testified that 
they had given Taylor a bottle and money to get the drug, and 
that on each occasion he had obtained it at Miller's store

Commissioner, and that the concern is hopelessly insolvent
